I beg  to  present  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1967. 

It  was  another  good  year  for  Public  Health  in  the  Borough 
and  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimated  population  was  increased 
by  60  to  2,050  although  there  were  fewer  births  and  deaths.  The  smaller 
number  of  births  made  some  of  the  mortality  rates  appear  very  high. 

The  second  half  of  this  report  has  been  prepared  by 
Mr  Walker,  who  commenced  his  duties  as  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Surveyor  in  January  1968.  I am  grateful  to  him  for  his  help  in  preparing 
this  report  and  for  his  ready  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department,  and  similarly  to  Miss  Lewis  for  her  faithful  service  to  the 
Department.  Also  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  the  Aldermen  and  Members 
for  their  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. . 

Once  again  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough.  Inoculations  against  these 
two  diseases  combined  with  tetanus  were  given  by  the  family  doctors 
and  at  the  Infant  Clinic,  held  on  alt ernat Tuesday  afternoons.  Parents 
are  advised  to  take  the  opportunity  of  protecting  their  children, 
particularly  as  a small,  but  increasing  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  have 
occur ed  in  many  parts  of  the  country  during  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER  1967 


To s The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors;, 
Llandovery  Borough  Council, 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
report  for  1967, 

At  the  end  of  June  1967  your  public  health  inspector  and  surveyor 
resigned  to  take  up  another  appointment,  and  for  the  remaing  six  months 
all  public  health  & surveying  functions  were  administered  by  officers  of 
Llandeilo  R.D.C. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Tonn  Borehole  is  the  main  source  and  32,326600  gallons 
of  water  were  pumped  from  the  borehole  during  1967  an  average  of 
8S,600  gallons  per  day. 

The  water  is  treated  with  chlorine  gas  as  a sterilizing  agent 
and  lime  in  order  to  increase  the  hardness  of  the  water,  preventing 
excessive  corrosion  of  pipes,  fittings  etc. 

The  old  Cynnant  supply  is  still  operating,  supplying  about  9,000 
gallons  of  water  per  day  to  the  town  and  37  properties  along  the  course 
of  the  main  from  Cynnant  to  the  service  reservoir  at  Llanfair.  Due  to 
corrosion  of  this  main  the  supply  is  now  inadequate  to  some  properties 
in  the  higher  reaches. 


SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

A partially  separate  system  of  sewerage  is  installed.  During 
periods  of  rain  there  is  a considerable  run  off  from  roofs  and  paved  areas 
entering  the  sewers.  This  excess  effluent  is  then  pumped  directly  to  the 
river  Bran  from  the  pumping  station. 

Due  to  seepage  of  ground  water  into  the  sewers  the  quantity  of 
effluent  treated  at  the  disposal  works  is  constantly  in  excess  of  the 
designed  minimum  or  nor:... 

The  sewerage  system  covers  the  town  comprehensively  but  one  low 
lying  area  to  the  West  of  the  town  and  two  areas  a short  distance  from  the 
town  are  not  sewered.  These  houses  are  served  by  septic  tank  systems  or 
cesspools.  There  is  an  arrangement  whereby  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C.  empty 
cesspools  and  are  reimbursed  by  Council. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL . 

Household  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly,  a kerbside 
collection  system  being  operated. 

By  the  end  of  1967  it  had  become  obvious  that  the  Bailyglas  tip 
was  unsatisfactory,  and  negotiations  were  commenced  with  a farmer  in  the 
Llandeilo  R.D.C.  area  for  permission  to  use  land  as  a tip. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

Six  discretionary  improvement  schemes  were  approved,  the  value 
of  grants  on  the  six  properties  being£l,756. 

Two  standard  grants  were  approved.
